SƯBJECT: Theodor SAEYECKE 

Reference is made to my memo of 1 5 July 1954» file BY-54-1621, 
Subject: Theodor SAEYECKE, addressed to£~ 



On 1 6 July 1954 1 discussed SẤEYECKE * s present situation wỉth 
Dr. Ernst BRUECKNER, head of the Sicherungsgruppe . He agreed that it was 
a most unfortunate situation, indicated that he not only sympathized with 
SAEVECKE but was supporting him insofar as possible, and stated that there 
were presently two íactors involved. 



The f irs t is that, as of 1 5 July, he has reaeived notice from the 
Interior Mỉnistry that SAEYECKE has now been officially relieved from duty 
pending official investigation into the charges against him with a view to 
determining whether or not a "Disciplinary Procedure 1 * (Diziplinar Yerfahren) 
should be commenced. BRƯECKNER is personally of the opinion, based on the 
iníormation thus far available to him, that SÁEYECKE would probably be 
exonerated if it actually comes to a "Disciplinary Procedure". -ỉ-his attitude 
is baéed on the vauge nature of the eharges, the fact that SAYECKE has never 
attempted to conceal his past and did not falsi;fy his application ior employ— 
ment with the BKA, that SẢEYECKE iẹ in possession of statements attesting to 
his correot conduct during the period concerned and seems to De in a position 
to get other similar statements, and that he, in BRUECKHER f s opinion, is not 
the sort of character who would be personally responsible for any misconduct. 
BRƯECKNER stated, however, that should the evidence which will be developed 
during the investigation seriously incriminate SAEYECKE ’ there exists the 
possibility that, aside from an administrative Disọiplinary Procedure, he might 
be ỉndicted and prosecuted by a German court. 



The second factor is pQ/litical and concerns the question of 
utilization of SAEYECKE in his present position should he be exonerated. 
BRUECKHER, who States that Interior Ministry personnel are extremely sensitive 
to íoreign opỉnion (Auslandhoerig) , f ears that even thơugh SAEYECKE be 
exonerated it wỉll be decided by IM officials that he cannot be retained in 
his present sensitive post and will insist upon his transfer to some quiet 
sinecure. BRUECKNER stated that such action would be a blow to the Sicherungs- 
gruppe inasmuch as SAEYECKE is the only man he has with organizational ability 
and is the oíTicial who has been primarily responsible for bringing the 
operations of the SG up to their present Standard. In addition, BRUECKÌÍER 
adds that transfer of an exonerated SAEVECKE would create a serious morale 
problem within the SG in that other SG officials, who all seemingly regard 
SAEYECKE .highly, will feel that both he and they have been let down by reason 
of political considerations . 

BRƯECKNER is apparently as uncertain as SAEYECKE as to the origin 
of the charges . He stated, however, that he believes that the German Consul 
in MI LÀN , (inu) I‘iIATZKE, who heord the chạrges from Italian sources, passed

on to GLOBKE in the ^undeskanzleramt and that GLOĐKE in turn passed them 
on to the Interior Ministry. 

I?.,irifọ'r.med Dr. BfìỊJE,CKMER . that wereK unhap^y, 
about the sỉtuation and Y/ọuld iike to help should we be a position to do 
so,.
